CSU  undergoes  restructuring 

An  interview  with  the  President 


Businesses  and 
schools  throughout 
America  are  restruc- 
turing and  downsiz- 
ing. Is  CSU  involved 
in  restructuring? 


What  does  restruc- 
turing involve? 


Yes.  As  an  example,  with 
the  closure  of  most  of  the  na- 
val facilities  in  Charleston  and 
the  resulting  economic  impact 
on  the  local  economy,  an  un- 
usually high  number  of  students 
were  forced  to  withdraw  from 
CSU  between  the  fall  1 994  and 
spring  1995  semesters.  Like 
other  businesses  and  schools 
throughout  the  U.S.,  we  know 
we  must  both  improve  the  qual- 
ity of  our  instruction  and  ser- 
vices while  also  identifying 
ways  to  operate  more  effi- 
ciently. To  accomplish  that  we 
are  continually  involved  in  stra- 
tegic planning  which  is  focused 
on  enhancing  our  mission  of 
promoting  academic  excel- 
lence in  a  christian  environ- 
ment. This  required  us  to  re- 
structure various  processes  to 
achieve  a  million  and  a  half  dol- 
lar budget  reduction.  The  uni- 
versity will  continue  to  take  ev- 
ery measure  to  position  the 
school  to  meet  the  challenges 
in  the  21st  century. 


Four  restructuring  committees, 
of  faculty,  staff  and  students, 
are  examining  the  university  as 
it  presently  exists.  They  are  de- 
termining  the  university's 
strengths,  weaknesses,  oppor- 
tunities and  threats;  formulating 
ideas  to  enhance  our  strengths 
and  remove  our  weaknesses; 
and  developing  an  implemen- 
tation strategy  to  carry  out  their 
recommendations. 

A  Curriculum  Restructuring 
Committee  is  examining  addi- 
tional degree  programs  that 
might  be  appropriate  for  CSU. 


Will  the  university's 
commitment  to  the 
Alumni  Board  and 
Alumni  Association 
lessen  as  the  result 
of  restructuring  and 
staff  changes? 


What  is  the  goal  of 
CSU's  ACHIEVING 
EXCELLENCE  2000 
campaign? 


A  Retention  Committee  is  de- 
fining retention  problems  and 
possible  causes  and  effects  of 
retention.  An  Information  Matrix 
Committee  is  tracking  all  rev- 
enue sources  and  a  Methodol- 
ogy and  Technology  Commit- 
tee is  reviewing  the  effective- 
ness of  our  experimental  meth- 
ods in  instruction  and  looking 
at  the  benefits  of  new  methods. 

These  committees  will  help 
us  reaffirm  a  set  of  strategic 
priorities,  goals,  objectives  and 
action  plans  required  to  accom- 
plish the  institution's  vision  and 
mission.  They  will  give  us  a  bet- 
ter idea  of  where  we  want  the 
university  to  be  in  the  future. 


No,  the  university  needs 
and  wants  an  active,  vibrant 
alumni  board  and  alumni  asso- 
ciation. Our  alumni  association 
and  Board  are  doing  a  great 
job.  The  university  is  commit- 
ted to  fostering  an  even  closer 
relationship  with  the  board  and 
intends  to  support  all  efforts  to 
build  a  stronger  and  more  ac- 
tive alumni  association. 


The  goal  of  our  $20  million 
campaign  is  to  ensure  excel- 
lence through  curriculum  ex- 
pansion and  faculty  develop- 
ment, meet  critical  needs  for 
capital  improvements  and  at- 
tract top  quality  students 
through  expanded  scholarships 
and  endowments.  We  are 
pleased  to  report  that  in  less 
than  three  years  into  this  cam- 
paign we  have  received 
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$10,357,000  in  gifts  and  com- 
mitments representing  more 
than  50  percent  of  our  goal  of 
$20  million  by  the  year  2000. 


courses  offered  at  businesses 
and  industries,  flexible  schedul- 
ing for  the  working  students,  and 
off-campus  programs  will  be  ex- 
amined. 


How  will  restructur- 
ing affect  the  aca- 
demic areas  of  the 
university? 


What  are  some  spe- 
cific academic  areas 
which  are  being  re- 
structured? 


During  the  last  three  years  CSU 
has  adopted  a  "university  struc- 
ture" for  academic  units  by 
combining  several  departments 
into  larger  departments  which 
form  schools  and  colleges 
headed  by  an  academic  dean. 
We  are  continuing  to  examine 
new  undergraduate  and  gradu- 
ate level  majors  that  would  be 
consistent  with  the  university's 
mission.  Last  year,  we  added 
new  undergraduate  degree 
programs  in  nursing,  environ- 
mental management  and  youth 
ministry  and  a  new  emphasis 
in  athletic  trainer/sports  medi- 
cine. Also  new  emphases  are 
being  offered  in  our  MBA  pro- 
gram: accounting,  finance,  or- 
ganizational development  and 
marketing.  In  the  School  of 
Education,  a  new  M.Ed,  in  edu- 
cational administration  for  el- 
ementary and  secondary 
school  principals  was  begun 
last  fall. 


Much  of  the  restructuring  in 
the  academic  areas  will  con- 
tinue to  focus  on  revising  the 
existing  curriculum,  developing 
new  majors  or  emphases,  and 
possibly  eliminating  some  low 
demand  majors  and  shifting  re- 
sources to  other  academic  dis- 
ciplines. Additionally,  the  meth- 
odology and  technology  of  in- 
struction will  be  extensively  ex- 
amined. Present  experimental 
approaches  such  as  computer 
assisted  instruction,  on-site 


Will  the  enrollment  of 
CSU's  new  School  of 
Nursing  be  affected 
since  hospitals  are 
downsizing? 


Are  preparations  for 
the  School  of  Nurs- 
ing on  schedule  and 
resources  available 
for  implementation  of 
the  program? 


Our  indicators  show  that  the 
need  for  baccalaureate  nurses 
remains  high.  In  the  future  more 
nursing  care  will  be  delivered  in 
home  care  and  community  set- 
tings, and  those  settings  will  re- 
quire nurses  who  are  broadly 
educated  and  have  critical  rea- 
soning and  communication  skills 
as  well  as  technical  competence. 
CSU's  nursing  curriculum  and 
clinical  experiences  will  include 
substantial  amounts  of  time  in 
home  care  and  community 
health  activities,  so  graduates  will 
be  prepared  to  fill  positions  in 
these  areas  as  well  as  in  hospi- 
tals. Also,  it  is  projected  that 
more  agencies  will  need 
master's  level  prepared  nurse 
practitioners  in  the  future  and 
nurses  whose  goal  is  to  prepare 
for  this  role  will  seek  a  baccalau- 
reate degree  first. 


Yes,  the  furnishings  and  equip- 
ment for  this  facility  will  be  in 
place  when  our  fall  semester 
begins.  Many  benefactors  in  the 
community  have  provided  sup- 
port for  furnishings  and  equip- 
ment including  Trident  Regional 
Health  Systems,  Roper  Hospital, 
East  Cooper  Hospital,  Baptist 
Medical  Center,  American  Heri- 
tage, Inc.,  Blue  Cross,  Riverside 
Designers,  and  Coca-Cola. 
Fund-raising  efforts  including 
grant  writing  will  continue  as  the 
program  is  implemented.

The  Alumni  Annual  Fund  continues 
to  grow,  and  the  results  of  the 
Alumni  Annual  Fund  for  fiscal  year 
1 995  are  now  in.  The  Class  of  1 969  again 
tops  the  list  as  the  class  pledging  the  most 
dollars.

This  award  is  the  most  prestigious  award  given  by  the 
Alumni  Association.  It  is  the  hallmark  of  an  alumnus  who  strives  for  excellence  in  all  endeavors. 

2.  Alumnus  Service  Award:  This  award  honors  an  alumnus  who  has  given  outstanding,  meritorious  service  to  the  university  and  the  Alumni 
Association  or  other  alumni  activity. 

3.  Outstanding  Young  Alumnus  of  the  Year:  This  award  honors  an  alumnus  under  the  age  of  30  who  has  shown  competence  within  his/her  field  of 
endeavor  and  shows  exceptional  promise  of  future  achievement. 

4.  Outstanding  Alumnus  of  the  Year:  This  award  honors  an  alumnus  who  reflects  honor  on  the  university  for  exceptional  achievement  in  his/her 
field  of  endeavor. 

5.  Alumnus  Community  Service  Award:  This  award  honors  an  alumnus  who  renders  exceptional  service  to  his/her  community,  church  or  nonprofit 
organization.

One  memory  most  CSU  alums 
have  in  common  is  attending  Convo- 
cation every  Wednesday.  When  stu- 
dents arrived  on  campus  last  fall,  they 
were  in  for  a  big  surprise.  CSU's  Con- 
vocation program  has  undergone  sub- 
stantial changes. 

There  are  now  just  six  Convocations 
per  semester  (instead  of  13),  and  full- 
time  students  are  required  to  attend 
only  three  per  semester. 

The  programming  has  changed  too. 
Convocation  programs  now  feature 
professional  presenters  and  perform- 
ers and  have  a  theme  more  clearly  fo- 
cused on  spiritual  growth.

CSU's  Big  Buc/Little  Buc  program 

is  patterned  after  the  Big  Brother  pro- 
gram. Every  Friday  during  football  sea- 
son, a  group  of  football  players  known 
as  Big  Buc  Captains  go  to  Rollings  El- 
ementary School  in  Summerville  to 
bond  with  the  Little  Bucs. 

Head  coach  David  Dowd  initiated  the 
program  several  years  ago  with  the 
help  of  Rollings  Principal  Brooks  Moore 
'69.  Dowd  said,  "I  did  it  as  an  opportu- 
nity for  my  guys  to  feel  like  they  are  role 
models  and  to  accept  the  responsibil- 
ity of  being  a  role  model." 

Little  Bucs  are  selected  by  the 
Rollings  administration.  "I  tell  them  to 
do  well  in  the  classroom,"  said  D'Angelo 
Dereef,  a  Big  Buc  Captain.  "If  they  don't 
get  in  trouble  for  a  whole  month,  they 
get  to  walk  out  on  the  field  at  a  CSU 
game  as  a  captain.  It  gives  them  the 
motivation  they  need  to  do  well  in  the 
classroom."

Dr.  Joyce  Bagwell,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  chemistry/geology;  student 
Vanessa  Pena,  and  Dr.  Pam  Peek, 
assistant  professor  of  Spanish,  re- 
cently worked  together  to  conduct  a 
phone  interview  in  Spanish  for  CNN 
about  the  Lowcountry  earthquake  on 
April  17.  The  earthquake  registered  3.9 
on  the  Richter  scale  and  was  felt  by 
people  in  the  Summerville,  Ladson, 
Jedburg  and  Ridgeville  areas.

CSU's  Air  Force  Officers  Training 
Corps  has  recently  been  given  the  go- 
ahead  by  the  U.S.  Air  Force  to  turn  its 
two-year  program  into  a  full  four-year 
program. 

The  change  is  especially  beneficial 
for  incoming  freshmen  who  if  they  sign 
a  contract  with  the  Air  Force  may  be 
able  to  get  a  scholarship  which  will  pay 
for  room  and  board,  tuition  and  books. 

"Any  student  can  take  the  first  two 
years  of  ROTC,"  said  Major  Ray  Mor- 
gan, assistant  professor  of  aerospace 
studies.  "It  is  a  zero  credited  hour 
course  called  Leadership  Laboratory, 
but  to  get  into  the  last  two  years  called 
Professional  Officers  Course  you  must 
be  selected.  Those  in  the  last  two  years 
of  the  program  are  those  who  will  actu- 
ally become  officers.  The  first  two  years 
they  can  be  a  part  of  the  program  with 


no  commitment  to  the  Air  Force  or  the 
Air  Force  to  them." 

The  Air  Force  ROTC  program  began 
at  CSU  in  1978  as  a  basic  two  -  year 
program.  In  addition  to  CSU  students, 
students  from  College  of  Charleston, 
the  Medical  University  of  South  Caro- 
lina and  evening  college  students  from 
The  Citadel  participate  in  the  CSU  pro- 
gram. 

King  Arthur  would  not  be  pleased 
with  the  students'  attitude  of  "down 
with  the  round  tables"  last  fall  after 
round  tables  replaced  the  original  long 
tables  in  the  dining  hall. 

Why  did  the  students  have  such  a 
hard  time  adjusting  to  the  cafeteria's 
new  look?  Some  say  it  has  to  do  with 
humankind's  fear  of  change.  Others 
expressed  dissatisfaction  because  only 
a  small  number  of  students  can  sit  at  a 
round  table  resulting  in  separation  of 
friends. 

David  Heidenberg,  former  director  of 
ARA  food  services,  said  "Round  tables 
create  more  of  a  restaurant  look.  It's 
the  in  thing  for  college  cafeterias.  Long 
tables  are  more  of  a  grade  school  style." 

With  the  addition  of  more  chairs,  stu- 
dents adapted  to  the  new  look  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  Some  even  admitted 
that  it  did  look  more  modern! 

Frank  W.  Smith,  a  member  of 
CSU's  Board  of  Visitors  and  a  lifetime 
agent  with  The  Equitable's  Pass 
Agency  in  Columbia,  S.C,  has  been 
awarded  Equitable's  prestigious  Ron 
Stever  Humanitarian  Award  in  recog- 
nition of  his  service  to  humanity.  The 
Award  recognizes  an  Equitable  agent 
or  manager  who  has  made  significant 
and  long-standing  philanthropic  contri- 
butions to  the  community. 

Smith  is  probably  best  known  for  his 
establishment  of  several  academic 
achievement  scholarships  for  South 
Carolina  universities,  including 
Clemson  University,  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege and  CSU.

CSU  was  one  of  only  two  independent 
colleges  in  the  state  to  receive  an 
award.

With  $275,000  in  funds  provided  by 
the  Job  Training  and  Partnership  Act 
of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Labor,  CSU 
and  the  Charleston  County  Employ- 
ment Training  Administration  have 
formed  a  partnership  to  train  displaced 
shipyard  workers  on  how  to  establish 
and  operate  a  small  business. 

The  partnership  will  provide  training 
to  50  displaced  workers  from  April  1 995 
to  February  1 996  and  will  include  a  two 
year  follow-up  service  by  CSU.  The 
entrepreneurship  program  will  be  imple- 
mented in  cooperation  with  more  than 
25  public  and  private  business  partners 
from  the  Lowcountry,  Columbia  and 
Washington,  D.C. 


In  March  CSU  had  visits  from 
teams  representing  the  Southern  As- 
sociation of  Colleges  and  Schools  and 
the  National  Collegiate  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation. Every  10  years  colleges  must 
perform  a  self-study  for  SACS  and  par- 
ticipate in  a  reaccreditation  visit.  The 
NCAA  has  just  begun  doing  accredita- 
tion visits  on  a  voluntary  basis.  CSU 
chose  to  combine  the  two  visits. 

The  university  will  receive  official 
word  about  reaccreditation  from  SACS 
in  December  1995.  All  early  reports 
from  the  team  were  favorable. 


The  NCAA  visiting  team  recognized 
the  challenges  we  face  in  operating  an 
NCAA  Division  I  athletic  program  with 
limited  resources.  Upon  receipt  of  the 
visiting  team's  report,  we  will  provide 
the  appropriate  responses  within  the 
designated  time  frame. 

Dr.  Thaddeus  Bell,  Board  of  Visi- 
tors president,  has  established  the 
Thaddeus  John  Bell  II,  Memorial  Schol- 
arship in  memory  of  his  son.  The  $500 
per  semester  scholarship  will  be 
awarded  to  an  African-American  stu- 
dent-athlete enrolled  as  a  full-time  stu- 
dent participating  in  varsity  football, 
varsity  basketball  or  varsity  track,  hav- 
ing the  highest  GPA,  as  determined  by 
the  registrar's  office,  from  the  previous 
semester  out  of  all  candidates  apply- 
ing and  carrying  a  minimum  GPA  of  2.5.

Even  a  losing  team  can  make  a  difference

There  are  those  who  con 
tend  that  since  Charleston 
Southern  went  0-11  this 
season,  there  is  no  good  reason 
for  them  to  play  football. 

Those  people,  however,  have 
never  met  D'Angelo  Dereef. 

At  5-4,  145  pounds,  Dereef 
was  the  starting  tailback  for  the 
Buccaneers  this  year,  having 
joined  the  program  when  it 
started  four  years  ago,  and  has 
seen  victory  only  nine  times  in  42 
games. 

His,  however,  is  not  a  story 
about  football  as  much  as  it  is  a 
story  about  life.  About  what  a  dif- 
ference Charleston  Southern's 
beleaguered  football  program 
made  in  his  life.  About  how  things 
could  have  been  much  different. 

"If  I  hadn't  had  the  opportu- 
nity to  play  football  here,"  he  said 
this  week  after  finishing  his  se- 
nior season,  "I  probably  would  be 
locked  up.  It's  easy  to  get  into 
drugs  and  the  easy  money. 

"I  could  very  easily  have  been 
doing  four  years  in  prison  instead 
of  four  years  in  college." 

As  things  turned  out,  Dereef 
will  graduate  next  year  with  a  de- 
gree in  physical  education  and 
will  pursue  his  dream  of  being  a 
coach.  He  hopes  to  change 
somebody's  life  the  way  his 
coaches  changed  his. 

"We  were  like  brothers" 

A  standout  player  at  Fort  Mill, 
the  diminutive  Dereef  was  not 
looking  to  go  to  college  when  he 
finished  high  school.  In  fact,  he 


had  already  signed  up  to  join  the 
Marines. 

He  knew  he  had  to  somehow 
get  out  of  his  neighborhood,  be- 
cause too  many  of  his  friends 
and  family  were  turning  to  drugs

and  the  quick  money  they  made 
selling  it  on  the  street. 

His  cousin,  in  fact,  is  now 
serving  25  years  for  selling  crack 
cocaine  and  firing  at  a  police  of- 
ficer. Several  of  his  other  close 
friends  are  also  in  jail. 

"My  cousin  was  one  of  the 
best  linebackers  in  the  state,"  he 
said.  "But  he  started  hanging  out 
with  the  wrong  crowd  and  got  in 
trouble.  I  wish  I  could  have  kept 
him  on  track,  but  he  and  several 
others  got  in  trouble.  We  were  all 
like  brothers.  It  really  disap- 
pointed me  that  it  turned  out  that 
way." 

Had  Dereef  not  been  at 


school,  playing  football,  he  would 
have  been  right  in  there  with 
them.  "When  I  wasn't  there,  they 
didn't  listen  to  anyone,"  he  said. 
"It's  not  all  bad" 
Instead  he  came  to  CSU  as  a 
walk-on  and  eventually  earned  a 
scholarship  from  coach  David 
Dowd. 

And  even  though  the  pro- 
gram has  struggled  since  going 
from  Division  III  to  Division  l-AA, 
Dereef  is  able  to  put  things  in 
perspective. 

"I  think  this  season  will  help 
me  when  I  get  to  be  a  coach,"  he 
said.  "You  can  learn  a  lot  from 
being  0-1 1 .  It's  not  all  bad.  I  think 
I'll  be  able  to  handle  the  tough 
times  and  relate  to  kids  when 
they  come  around." 

Among  his  first  group  of 
graduating  seniors,  Dowd  says 
Dereef  is  the  kind  of  player  who 
makes  his  difficult  task  of  build- 
ing a  program  at  CSU  worth  all 
the  frustration. 

"If  he  weighs  145  pounds 
soaking  wet,  then  1 40  pounds  of 
it  is  heart."  Dowd  said.  "He 
makes  coaching  fun.  He's  the 
little  guy  everybody  wants  to  pull 
for.  ' 

"He  may  not  be  the  biggest 
player  in  college  football,  but  he's 
rushed  for  almost  2,000  yards 
and  set  some  records  here  that 
will  stand  for  a  while.  In  my  mind, 
he  stands  1 0  feet  tall  for  what  he 
believes  in."

streets  with  his  friends. 

"It  was  hard  sometimes  when 
I  would  go  home  and  see  them 
with  money  and  cars  and  all  the 
things  you  wish  you  had,"  he 
said.  "But  the  coaches  here  care 
about  us  and  make  us  hit  the 
books  and  keep  us  on  target  to 
graduate. 


"I'm  proud  of  what  I've  ac- 
complished, and  I  think  I've  made 
a  contribution.  Even  though  we 
didn't  win  a  game  this  year,  I 
think  everything  happens  for  a 
reason. 

"After  we  played  our  last 
game,  we  tried  to  hold  in  our 
emotions,  but  then  everybody 
started  crying  and  holding  on  to 
each  other.  There  was  a  lot  of 


locker  rooms  and  a  new  weight 
room.  Because  of  these  renova- 
tions we  are  now  able  to  house 
all  of  our  coaching  staff  and  ath- 
letes under  the  same  roof.

Athletes  honored  at  awards  banquet

Men's  basketball  player 
Eric  Burks  was  named 
male  athlete  of  the  year 
while  volleyball's  Carrie 
O'Connell  was  named  female 
athlete  of  the  year  at  the  annual 
CSU  Awards  Banquet  in  May. 
Senior  baseball  pitcher  Stan 
Kowalski  was  the  recipient  of  the 
Michael  Frost  Christian  Leader- 
ship Award,  the  school's  most 
prestigious  athletic  award. 

Also  honored  at  the  awards 
banquet  were  two  new  inductees 
into  the  CSU  Hall  of  Fame:  Jim 
Ruppert,  a  golfer  from  1972-74, 
and  Gene  Holland,  a  high  jump 
specialist  for  CSU  from  1 982-85. 

Burks  was  the  "Player  of  the 
Year"  in  the  Big  South  Confer- 
ence and  hit  the  winning  shot  to 
give  CSU  the  Big  South  Confer- 
ence basketball  title.  Burks  led 
the  Big  South  in  scoring  at  21.1 
ppg.  and  was  among  the 
conference's  top  1 0  in  four  other 
categories. 


O'Connell  was  named  to  the 
All-Big  South  Volleyball  team  this 
season  after  leading  the  Big 
South  in  blocks  per  game.  She 
was  the  only  player  in  the  con- 
ference to  be  among  the  top  five 
in  four  different  categories.  The 
All-Conference  award  was  her 
third  in  four  years. 

Kowalski,  the  Michael  Frost 
Award  recipient,  is  the  all-time 
victories  leader  at  CSU  with  22 
victories.  As  a  senior  Kowalski 
was  8-4  with  a  3.89  ERA. 

Ruppert  was  the  Bucs'  cap- 
tain during  his  two  years  at  CSU. 
He  still  holds  one  of  the  lowest 
stroke  averages  in  CSU  history 
averaging  just  over  74  for  his 
career. 

Holland  is  third  on  the  all-time 
CSU  scoring  list  amassing  336 
career  points  while  competing  in 
the  jumping  events  for  CSU. 
Holland  specialized  in  the  high 
jump  where  he  still  holds  the 
school  record  at  7'3". 
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Also  receiving  major  Big 
South  Conference  awards  during 
the  year  were  a  volleyball  team 
member  and  three  coaches. 

Senior  Kathy  Dantzler  re- 
ceived the  Big  South  SID 
Scholar-Athlete  Award  for  volley- 
ball in  the  fall.  A  psychology  and 
speech  major,  Dantzler  was  a 
first  team  all-conference  selec- 
tion this  season  and  has  an  over- 
all GPA  of  3.94. 

She  was  named  Big  South 
Player  of  the  Week  for  the  week 
ending  Oct.  22  and  finished  sec- 
ond on  the  team  in  kills  and  was 
third  in  hitting  percentage  and 
digs.  Additionally,  she  was 
president  of  Alpha  Chi,  a  national 
honor  society,  Gamma  Psi  Chi 
and  CSU's  Captain's  Club. 

Jon  Choboy,  men's  tennis 
coach,  Gary  Edwards,  men's 
basketball  coach,  and  Mike 
Estes,  men's  soccer  coach,  were 
all  named  Coach  of  the  Year  for 
their  sport.

Nursing  program  on  schedule  with  State 

Board  approval

This  fall  the  university  will 
offer  its  first  classes  under 
its  new  Bachelor  of  Sci- 
ence in  Nursing  (BSN)  degree 
program  in  the  newly  constructed 
Deny  Patterson  Wingo  School  of 
Nursing  building  with  the  initial 
approval  by  the  South  Carolina 
State  Board  of  Nursing. 

The  university,  which  plans  to 
award  its  first  BSN  degrees  in 
1998,  received  the  South  Caro- 
lina State  Board  of  Nursing's  Ini- 
tial Approval  for  its  nursing  pro- 
gram in  January  of  1995,  after 
undergoing  a  lengthy  evaluation 
and  showing  evidence  that  the 
university  is  meeting  the  Board's 


legal  and  educational  require- 
ments. 

Dr.  Carol  Seavor,  dean  of 
Charleston  Southern's  nursing 
program,  says  she  is  very 
pleased  with  the  Board's  recent 
action. 

"This  latest  step  reflects  our 
continual  work  with  the  Board  of 
Nursing  to  insure  a  quality  pro- 
gram," says  Seavor,  adding,  "we 
are  proud  to  join  the  other  suc- 
cessful nursing  programs  in  the 
Charleston  area." 

Because  of  state  laws  gov- 
erning nursing  in  South  Carolina, 
CSU  will  not  be  able  to  apply  for 
full  approval  of  the  program  until

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its  first  nursing  graduates  take 
the  National  Council  of  Licensure 
Examination  (NCLEX).  At  that 
time,  the  university  will  also  be 
eligible  to  apply  for  accreditation 
from  the  National  League  for 
Nursing. 

According  to  Seavor, 
Charleston  Southern's  nursing 
curriculum  is  designed  to  prepare 
graduates  to  function  in  commu- 
nity agencies  as  well  as  hospi- 
tals and  will  include  emphasis  on 
Christian  caring,  clinical  compe- 
tence, problem  solving  skills,  pre- 
ventative care,  leadership  and 
service. 

While  earning  credits  in  their 
nursing  courses,  Seavor  says 
students  will  be  required  to  study 
a  wide  variety  of  liberal  arts  sub- 
jects. 

"Our  four-year  program  will 
prepare  graduates  to  have  a 
broad  view  of  the  world,  to  be 
open  to  change  and  continued 
personal  and  professional 
growth,  be  caring  and  compas- 
sionate and  have  a  strong  under- 
standing of  human  beings  and 
their  needs,"  explains  Seavor. 

Once  the  initial  nursing  pro- 
gram is  under  way  Seavor  says 
the  university's  next  milestone 
will  be  to  develop  a  special 
course  of  studies  for  practicing 
RNs  who  have  an  associate 
(two-year)  degree  or  a  diploma

through  a  hospital  based  pro- 
gram. 

"Nurses  holding  a  two-year 
degree  or  diploma  and  wanting 
to  work  toward  a  BSN  degree 
need  programs  that  allow  them 
to  continue  to  meet  their  work 
and  family  responsibilities,"  ex- 
plains Seavor.  "I  hope  we  will 
eventually  be  able  to  offer  a  qual- 
ity program  through  our  evening 
school  to  help  minimize  the  ob- 
stacles often  associated  with 


being  an  adult  student." 
Charleston  Southern  has  re- 
ceived considerable  support  for 
its  program  since  feasibility  stud- 
ies, conducted  a  year  ago, 
showed  a  demand  for  a  four-year 
nursing  program  in  the 
Lowcountry.
